1 gald you are fxed; well, In
in that I was rlght, but John still hovers round
about you, doing a thousaud things that doun’t
want dolng, #nd you wonder if John don't want
to be fixed too. Bgr a small sum into bis hand.
and with a leer, which fluctustes between irony
and sarcasm, he asks you it you want anything
else; fee him bandsomely, und a bright and
benignent smile will overspread his countenance
in & moment, and with s bow he quits the room,
with an ease and grace which speaks profound
respect, Of course the old stagers, soon free
themselves from these petty aunoyances, but
the newly-fledged 2uffer, and become disgusted
with a matter that hus become one of the essen-
tials of howel hie; and so we go. Hundreds
leave us in the morning, whose places are earerly
snatohed up by thoee in walting, or the throng
mrs from the depot upon the arrival of the
sing. We bateti)eaple from almost every State

The bands take their accus-
tomed places on the lawn io front of the hotel,
and as the sun gradually sinks below the horlzon
we s¢e one ot the grandest teatures of the day,
For miles nlong the beueh extends a wide
gravel road, us level s a floor, Faclog it are
the hotels and cottages, while at the rear, ms-
